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Lawrence Says 
Kennedy Takes 
Embarrassing 
Stand on U.N. 


Abstaining Voters 
Not Necessarily 
Against the U. S.

voting on an issue in the United 
Nations General Assembly, it is 
"against" the proposition under 
consideration. He said: 


"Out of the 24 nations/on the 


newest continent <Africa', 22 were 
against us." 


But 14 of these 22 voles, it so 


happened, were from countries 
that had "abstained" from tak- 
ing a position either way on the 
pending motion tc start debate on 
the admission of Red China. Since 
when is a member of any organ- 
ization governed by parliamen- 
tary rules — including the United 
States Senate — to be regarded 
as voting "against" when the rec- 
ord is "present but not voting"? 


Support U.S. 


Of 
22 countries that "abstain- 


ed." it will be noted that Israel 
and Portugal were among them. 
Can it be said that Israel has de- 
serted the United States and fa- 
vors the position of the Scmet Un- 
ion just because of a declination 
to vote for or against this resolu- 
tion? 


Since 1952 the United States has 


mustered between 42 and 47 votes 
each year against debate on a 
resolution to admit Bed China to 
the U.N. This year the vote in 
support of the United States po- 
sition was 42, which is exactly 
what it was in 1952 at the height 
of the Korean War, when Red 
China was fighting the United Na- 
tions armies. Can it be said that 
the position of the United States 
on this particular motion has real- 
ly weakened, as Sen. Kennedy 
claims? 


A two-thirds majority would be 


needed to seat Red China in the 
general assembly — or at least 
66 votes out of the present U.\. 
membership of 98. For Red Chi- 
na to become a member of the 
assembly. 32 votes would be need- 
ed in addition to the 34 votes this 
year in favor of debating the- 
question. The 22 abstentions plus 
at least 10 of those countries now 
standing with the United States 
would have to be obtained by the 
Red China supporters. 


Neutrality Mfleage 


This is so improbable that it 


gives a clue as to why 22 mem- 
bers abstained. They knew the 
resolution 
would win anyway, 


and they could gain a little neu- 
trality mileage for themselves by 
"abstaining."' Many a so-called 
"neutral" finds it desirable now 
and then not to offend the Com- 
munist bloc, especially when no 
offense is felt 
by the United 


States. 


\Vhen is Sen Kennedy going to 


come to grips with the real prob- 
lem that will confront the United 
Siates. The question of whether 
the assembly should or should 
rot debate the admission of Red 
China is a relatively minor one- 
After there is a vote to begin de- 
bate, another vote has to be tak- 
en and a two-thirds majority re- 
corded before Red China is ad- 
mitted to the general assembly. 


Even then, it would be pos- 


sible for Red China to be a 
member of the assembly without 
being admitted to the security 
council, 
m 
which the United 


States has a veto. Mr. Lodge al- 
ready has stated that such a veto 
would be exercised in the securi- 
ty council. 


Red China's Future 
' 


Nationalist China could remain 


in the security council while Red 
China held China's seat in the 
general assembly. The question 
is one that really involves the 
nght of both bodies to pass on 
the credentials of factions within 
a given country. 


There's a long and tempestuous 


course ahead for Red China, and 
those who are predicting "even- 
tual" admission — as are Mr. 
Nehru and Sen. Morse — are for 
getting 
the barriers that lie 


ahead. What's more important to 
the American people at the mo- 
ment is whether Mr. Kennedy, as 
pres^ent, 
would instruct the 


American representative in the 
United Nations to vote against 
the admission of Red China or to 
"abstain." A pledge on this is 
essential to an understanding of 
whether, under a Democratic ad- 
ministration, the trend is going to 
be toward favoring Communist 
China to the discouragement ofi 
the 1,000.000 or more troops in 
South Korea, Formosa and 
the

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The Debate Gets Better 


The second appearance of Vice Presi- 


dent Nixon and Sen. Kennedy in the con- 
tinuing television debate was in many 
yespects more interesting and informative 
than their first appearance. The presenta- 
tion was greatly improved and the candi- 
dates appeared much more at ease than 
on the first show. 


Mr. Nixon made a big gain in appear- 


ance. Evidently much of the problem of 
makeup presented by his particular com- 
plexion was solved. Nevertheless. Sen. 
Kennedy has an important advantage in 
th:s ^articular department since he appar- 
ently recaires no makeup to meet ix;e 
problems of the TV lighting. 


The press conference plan has an ad- 


vantage over most other forms of TV ap- 
pearance for candidates. Here the public 
gets the idea that the discussion is directed 
by impartial, interested persons rather 
than by the candidates themselves who 
would tend to speak on subjects m which 
they are well-versed and personally inter- 
ested although such subjects might not 
cover the entire field of public interest. 


The pubhc. no doubt, was well pleased 


to learn that there is no difference between 
the candidates" stand on the summit con- 
ference. They were in agreement that 
neither would meet with Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev unless there was some indica- 
tion that to do so would promote the cause 
of peace. Both agreed, furthermore, that 
such a meeting would be useless without 
some previous preparation at the diplo- 
matic level to make sure there would be 
a reasonable chance of reaching an agree- 
ment. The candidates not only agreed with 
each other but they also appeared to em- 
brace wholly the stand that President 
Eisenhower has taken. This agreement 
should eliminate all further talk of Mr. 
Khrushchev being a factor in the American 
election campaign. 


There were sharp differences between 


the candidates on many other questions 
and, as usual, the strong partisans will find 
their opinions unchanged by this particular 
debate. We are sure that in the general 
approach most of the people in the Demo- 
cratic party are in agreement with Mr. 
Kennedy whereas the same is true with 
respect to the Republicans and Mr. Nixon. 
However, these debates are not held for 


the edification of partisan party members 
as much as they are for the independent 
or undecided voters. 


A very- sharp difference was indicated 


and discussed by the candidates on the 
question of the defense of Formosa. Sen. 
Kennedy also was critical of the Eisen- 
hower administration for its stand on the 
Quemoy and Matsu islands which he de- 
scribed as within a few miles of the Red 
Chinese mainland and practically a part of 
its harbor. He named the various military 
leaders whom he said had declared those 
i? lanes indefensible and then he suggested 
that a definite line be drawn somewhere 
in the waters around Formosa to mark the 
boundary which the United States intended 
to defend. 


Mr. Nixon disagreed completely with 


this stand and supported fully the position 
of Pre. "lent Eisenhower. Mr. Nixon's point 
was that America should not force an ally 
to give up any pan of its territory to Red 
China. He pointed out that the two islands 
in question now are held by free peoplt 
and they should be supported in maintain- 
ing their stand because, he said, to abandon 
these islands would set off a chain reaction 
which merely would bring Red China on 
with further demands. 


On the matter of the U2 spy plane, 


which the Russians shot down, the candi- 
dates also were in direct disagreement. 
Mr. Nixon defended the use of the U2 
plane as a necessary part of the defense 
program of the United States and. while 
Mr. Kennedy did not disagree directly on 
that point, he did insist that when the 
plane was shot down the United States 
might have apologized to the Russians and 
then saved the summit conference in Paris. 
On this point Mr. Nixon replied that he 
would, if elected president, never apologize 
to the Russians or anyone else for cam-ing 
out a policy which was necessary for the* 
defense of the United States. 


All in all. the program was spiced by 


sharp differences between the candidates 
on many points and because of the ques- 
tioning by newsmen it covered a wide field 
and embraced a great many points which 
must be of interest to anyone with serious 
intentions of preparing to vote for the 
high office of President of the United 
States. 


Where Will the Election be Decided 


The Associated Press, after a careful 


survey of all 50 states in the union, has 
decided that six of the larger states, known 
as toss-up states, will decide the presiden- 
tial election. 


The Associated Press took the opinions 


of its political writers in every state, of key 
party leaders and of veteran newspaper 
analysts and made such use as it could of 
the various polls that are continually being 
taken, to complete the picture. As a result 
it was sole to find 22 states with 161 elec- 
toral votes favorable to Mr. Nixon. 14 states 
v."th 123 votes favorable to Kennedy. The 
remaining 14 states were regarded as so 
close as to be designated as toss-up states. 


But of the 14. it was felt that New 


York with 45 electoral votes. California 
with 32. Pennsylvania with 32. Ohio with 
25. Texas with 24 and Michigan with 20, 
probably would prove decisive if either 
cannicste couid cspture sll of the votes. 


Wisconsin was listed as one of the states 


favoring Kennedy. Many ubservers in Wis- 
consin believe that the contest is extremely 
close for the 12 Wisconsin electoral votes 
and if it is one of the states regarded as 
decisive, the toss-up states must be very 
close indeed. It is interesting to note that 
Hawaii is listed as giving its three votes to 
Nixon while Alaska has the same number 
of votes for Kennedy. Neither candidate 
is within 100 votes of the 269 needed for 
election. Since the six large states in the 
toss-up group have a total of 178 electoral 
votes, it is clear that their votes could be 
decisive if they all went to one candidate. 
That assumes, however, that the division 
of the other states between the candidates 
will be as indicated and of course there 
may be considerable doubt about that as 
witness the position of Wisconsin. 


This poll appears to support the find- 


ings of the professional pollsters and the 
opinion of the candidates themselves which 
is that this is a very close race indeed.

It is only a bundle-of pa- 
pers, as John and Mary discover- 
ed, which summarizes the state 
of the title. Its possession does not 
in any way assure good title- 


While one may be able to get 


possession and peacefully occupy 
a property with an unsalable title, 
difficulties will arise when th« 
property 'is to be sold or mort- 
' gaged. To do so is only to post- 
pone and perhaps increase th« 
trouble and expense of clearing 
the title. It makes good sense to 
correct any title defects when you
